Christmas Savings 
At High Record— 

Santa Claus is going to have a 
record-breaking pack this year if 
deposits in Christmas clubs of mu- 
tual savings banks mean anything. 

The national association of mu- 
tual savings banks reported this 
week that the total of holiday 
savings in institution holding a 
fourth of all bank deposits stands 
at the new peak of $43,863,809, to 
be distributed among 1,063,509 de- 
positors. All of this money be- 
comes available in the next few 
weeks and a major part will find 
its way into Christmas buying. 


Our Community Chest— 

Let’s put our community chest 
drive over the top this year! 

Here is no vague appeal for 
some remote effort of charity. It 
is our own war against human 
suffering, carried forward by vol- 
unteer unpaid recruits who are 
our own neighbors, to secure funds 
for the year around work of sal- 
vaging human character in our 
own community. 

Nor is this any time to scale 
down our contributions on the 
theory that government relief and 
better times have diminished the 
chest’s needs. If anything, the 
needs are greater. 

Last year, despite government 
relief, 44 per cent of all chest 
funds supplied actual subsistence 
needs, and there was an increase 
of 4.3 per cent for care of depend- 
ent children. Administrative costs 
but 88 per cent. All the 
rest nt for functions performed 
government agency — for 
and clinical work, nursing, 
training, recreational and char- 
acter huilding work. And the great 
job of human reconstruction, after 
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the worst depression in history, 
has only just begun.

Any gain in workers’ income is 
important, but to raise workers’ 
income by sacrificing leisure for 
those at work and possible jobs for 
those without work is by no means 
constructive.

In- 
dustry this year has been in a posi- 
tion to raise wages by a substan- 
tial amount, but it has increased 
average hourly wages by less than 
1 per cent. 


Anti-Labor Stockholder 
Attacks Social Security 


Dean A. Fales of Watertown, 
Mass, a stockholder of the United 
Elastic corporation of Easthamp- 
ton, Mass., does not propose to 
have his activities as a dividend 
receiver embarrassed by any such 
newfangled things as unemploy- 
ment compensation, federal grants 
to the states for old-age pensions, 
relief of the blind and similarly 
handicapped groups and federal 
old-age annuities. 

To prevent such an attack on his 
privileges he petitioned the fed- 
eral circuit court of appeals for 
the first judicial circuit for an in- 
junction restraining the officers 
and directors of the company from 
complying with the provisions of 
both the Massachusetts unemploy- 
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ment compensation act and the} 


federal social security act on the 
ground that they are unconstitu- 
tional. His counsel charged that 


the federal act invades rights re- | 


served to the states by the consti- 
tution and that both laws provide 
for seizing property without due 
process of law. 

Mr. Fales declared that the com- 
pany has an annual payroll of 
$800,000, and that the value of his 
stock was endangered by the vari- 
ous provisions for the protection 
of the unemployed and the aged. 

The court ordered the officers 
and directors to appear for a hear- 
ing on the petition for an injunc- 
tion.

This is a 
form of legislation for which work- 
ers have petitioned and prayed for 
during many years.

Auto Industry 
Hit By Strike 


A wave of. strikes, lockouts, 
spontaneous walkouts, and sit- 
downs in various sections of the 
country as the season gets under 
way are taking place as workers 
in the automobile industry rebelled 
against low wages, long hours, and 
speed-up. 

Here is one of the spots where 
an important strike is now taking 
place: 

Racine, Wis.— More than 1,500 
members of the united automobile 
workers of America began picket- 
|ing the J. I. Case plant last Tues- 
day morning after the manage- 
ment had locked them out. The 
plant was employing around 1,600 
workers. 

Action of the union in picketing 
|the plant came after a series of 
;events that began several weeks 
|ago when federal local and an in- 
| dependent union merged to be- 
come a part of the united auto- 
mobile workers. The management 
responded to this move by dis- 
| charging eighty active union men. 
| Further discharges followed the 
| union’s protest until about 500 men 
| had been threwn out of work. 

Union members remaining in the 
|plant retaliated with a sitdown 
| Strike at the end of last week after 
| which the management locked out 
| all workers. The vote to picket was 
taken Monday night at a meeting 
| where President Homer Martin of 
|the International Union, United 
Automobile Workers of American, 
spoke. 
| President Martin remained in 
Racine Tuesday to assist in direct- 
| ing picket activities. 
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Election Is Over, Now What? | 


Labor was one of the largest factors in the sweeping re- 
election of President Roosevelt. The reason for this unques- 
tionably was that the President has shown a greater willing: | 
ness to give labor a square deal and recognized their lawful | 
right to organize and bargain collectively through representa- | 
tives of their own choosing, than any previous President. 


What labor must now do if it is to gain anything from this | 
iremendous victory at the polls is to proceed immediately to | 
Organize and reorganize, as never before, in every industry | 
where human beings are employed. | 

Neither Roosevelt nor anybody else can do anything for | 
labor unless the workers themselves organize into effective and | 
sensibly conducted unions. They now have the opportunity to| 
do this, as never before, and no time should be lost to get right | 
down to business on this most important of all matters con- | 
fronting labor today. | 

There are many wrongs under which the workers are suffer- 
ing, which should be righted, but unless labor can organize the | 
bulk of the 85% of unorganized workers, who are being used} 
today by anti-union employers to displace those who are organ- | 
ized, little or no headway will be possible. 

Had Landon and his open shop group gained control of the} 
country at this time labor would have had mighty tough | 
sledding ahead. Fink halls, company unions and unorganized | 
workers everywhere would have been used to wreck the 
unions we now have. The open shoppers will doubtless pro-| 
ceed to try to do it anyway with their customary determina- 
tion to lord over labor. They maintain an army of spies and 
stool pigeons with which to wreck unions. Unless labor does 
organize, as never before, neither favorable laws, admitted 
rights to organize and bargain collectively, or the best of 
good will on the part of our re-elected President can avail } 
the 15 per cent of the workers, who are now organized. | 

It is the vast army of unorganized, which comprises 85 
per cent of the total number of workers, that must be or- 
ganized in order that labor may make real headway. 

Get busy, union men. Now is the time to organize those 
not yet organized. Labor can never come into its own until | 
these workers are brought into the union fold. 


This is no time for labor to dilly dally and wait for 
something to turn up. Nothing can or will turn up except 
injection of further obstacles to labor’s forward march to- 
wards its own. The time is here for labor to act and act 
quickly before their immensely wealthy and highly organ- 
ized opponents get the jump and the inside track. The only 
way labor can or ever will win its ultimate victory is 
through its own efforts. 


About the lowest occupation a miserable crook of a hu- 
man being can have is to have sold ones self to the enemies 
of labor to snoop, spy, lie, and create dissention within the 
union he has taken a pledge he will uphold and support. It 
is encouraging, however, to note that the government is in- 
vestigating the labor spies and the agencies that recruit 
them. They may be outlawed one of these days. 


RuleonWagner Act 


Not far removed from the Judas type is the member of 
organized labor who for pay will stoop to the depths of be- 
coming a worker for the opponent of the man his own union 
and fellow unionists for good and sufficient reason have en- 
dorsed. 


Just think of the enormous army of union people that 
would be put to work if every last cent of union earned 
money would be spent for only union made and union 
handled goods. People wanting jobs would simply be falling 
over cach other to join the union. 


Now that xcitement of a presidential election is fi- 
nally over, let the sons and daughters of toil settle down 
tu the important task of attending to their own business 


through their own unions. 


When Al! Smith rolled up his sleeves and went to bat to 
try to induce his former followers to cast their votes for the 
candidate of Hearst and Hoover, the American people got 
his correct number. 


When people actually resort to deliberate falsehoods to 
berate a political opponent they must necessarily have a 
weak and unreliable foundation on which to stand them- 
selves. 


It is the worker who fails to join a union who is far more 
to blame for labor not being organized than the employer 
who fails to employ union men. 


After all, this business of labor getting organized is pe- 
culiarly labor’s own battle. 


Unions organized by employers are about the weakest 
sisters we have. 


Every dollar spent for union labeled goods goes to em- 
ploy some member of organized labor to replace it. 
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Supreme Court Will 


— | 


Agrees to Hear Arguments | 
on Constitutionality of 
Labor Relations Law 


The assurance by the United 
States supreme court that test 
cases on the constitutionality of | 
the National Labor Relations act | 
would be decided at the present 
term was given when the court ac- 
cepted the Associated Press and | 
the Washington, Virginia and} 
Maryland Coach company cases | 
for argument at unnamed dates, 
but probably in December. 

The court ordered that the Asso- 
ciated Press case be heard directly 
after the Virginia Railway com- 
pany’s challenge of the constitu- 
tionality of the Railway Labor act 
and that arguments in the coach | 
company case immediately follow | 
the Associated Press case. | 

Unfair Labor Practices Banned 

The Labor Relations act, which | 
became a law in July, 1935, author- | 
izes the labor relations board to | 
prevent a number of unfair labor | 
practices when they affect inter- | 
state commerce. According to the | 
provision of the act it is an unfair | 
labor practice for an employer: | 

To interfere with, restrain, or | 
coerce employes in self-organiza- | 
tion and collective bargaining. 

To dominate or interfere with | 
the formation or administration of | 
any labor organization or contri- 
bute financial or other support | 
to it. 

To discriminate with regard to 
hire or tenure of employment or 
any term or condition of employ- | 
ment to encourage or discourage | 
membership in any labor organiza- | 
tion. 

To discharge or discriminate | 
against any employe for filing
